LINOLEUM 


Linoleum is probably the most popular of all floor coverings. 
With correct laying and proper maintenance, linoleum provides 
an attractive long-lasting floor covering which will give 20 or more 
years’ service even under severe traffic conditions. Linoleum floors 
poorly laid or badly maintained soon deteriorate and look most 
unattractive. It is possible to buy linoleum in various gauges or 
thicknesses. Generally the thinner gauges are used for domestic 
floors, the medium gauges for offices, shops, restaurants, etc., 
while the heaviest gauges are used in public buildings or places 
where the flooring must withstand heavy traffic. It is important 
to see that the linoleum is bonded properly to the sub-floor as 
loose linoleum wears badly, does not look neat and attractive and 
is unhygienic. Bonding must be done with the correct type of 
adhesive and tacks or brads strictly avoided. A thick grey felt 
paper underlay is first stuck to the floor boards and the linoleum 
is then bonded to the underlay which absorbs the seasonal move- 
ments of the timber without affecting the surface. A good grade 
of linoleum cement is essential or poor adhesion will result. For 
floors in completely dry conditions a water based cement such as 
Relionus Water Based Lino Cement is satisfactory. Under most 
circumstances, the spirit based cement is recommended. Although 
spirit based cements are more expensive, they make a permanent 
seal which is impervious to moisture. Relionus Spirit Based Lino 
Cement will give you this permanent waterproof seal.

FLOOR MAINTENANCE 
LINOLEUM 


It is necessary to cover a lino floor with a thin film of high 
quality wax. This gives a durable, attractive surface. Linos that 
are not polished, soon become dull and unattractive because there 
is NO wax seal to prevent moisture penetrating the composition 
of the material or allowing dirt and grime to be trodden in. These 
conditions result in the eventual break-down of the surface. 


Regular maintenance of linoleum is essential to keep the floor 
in good condition. The superficial dirt on the surface should be 
removed by regular sweeping. If no dirt has been trodden into 
the surface, the gloss is restored by polishing with a clean cloth 
or machine. If sweeping the floor does not remove the dirt, it is 
necessary to wash the floor with good quality liquid cleaner 
such as Eucal or Atapol, diluted with warm water. The quality of 
cleaner used is most important, as badly balanced, strongly alka- 
line cleaners react with the composition of the lino and cause a 
rapid break-down of the surface. The floor should not be washed 
with an excessive amount of water and should be thoroughly rin- 
sed afterwards with clean water, then dried off. Excess water and 
vigorous scrubbing will cause water penetration of the linoleum 
which results in the colours fading and deterioration of the surface. 
This effect is cumulative and may not be noticed at first but over 
a period the lino will deteriorate. Light burns and marks from 
rubber shoes are easily removed with-a fine steel wool and White 
Lily No. 1 paste cleaner. 


An extremely dirty floor that has been badly maintained requires 
special treatment to remove the heavy build-ups of dirt and old 
wax. Waxstrip H.D. is specially formulated for removing these 
heavy deposits of dirt and wax. Used broken down with two 
parts of hot water and applied to the surface, Waxstrip H.D. 
quickly loosens the old wax deposits. It is important to see that 
the floor is thoroughly rinsed after this treatment so that all trace 
of the cleaner and dirt are removed, then it must be left to dry 
out completely before the application of wax. Under certain 
circumstances waxes may be encountered which do not respond 
to normal methods of removal. Hand scraping may be the only 
completely satisfactory solution to this problem. 


On linoleum floors both water emulsion and solvent type waxes 
are quite suitable. The water.emulsion waxes give a_ brighter, 
longer-wearing surface while the liquid solvent type waxes have a 
certain self-cleaning action and are cheaper in initial cost. 


FLOOR MAINTENANCE 
LINOLEUM 


We recommend a good quality solvent wax such as our 
Wax-N-Shine paste or Liquid Traffic Wax for the initial polishing 
of linoleum floors. A surface which has not been polished pre- 
viously will absorb a considerable amount of wax polish before a 
gloss forms on the surface. It is desirable to use a heavy paste wax 
to do this initial sealing because of its higher solids content. Usual- 
ly two applications of the solvent wax are required to develop a 
good sheen, At this stage a coating of water emulsion wax such as 
Rubless Lustre Wax should be applied; this will give the hard, 
durable, surface coating which resists wear and forms a high gloss. 
On floors that have already been waxed, this sealing procedure 
may be omitted and the water emulsion wax used immediately, 
provided no excess surface wax is present. Small quantities of 
surface wax should be removed by washing. 


The common fault in floor maintenance is the application ot too 
much wax. Thick deposits of old wax hold dirt, discolour, and 
make the floor unattractive and slippery. Only a thin film of wax 
is necessary to stop wear and to provide an attractive finish. This 
thin film of wax will not be slippery as it is only the excess wax on 
the floors that causes danger. Care should be taken not to apply 
polish until absolutely necessary. This can easily be gauged by 
seeing when the polisher ceases to bring up a gloss on the surface. 
This indicates that the wax has been exhausted and the floor is 
ready for a fresh application. Specific recommendations on the 
frequency of application cannot be made as this depends so much 
on the amount of washing that is necessary and the density of the 
traffic on the floor. By careful attention to the floor surface it is 
possible to time the frequency of application of polish so that the 
wax that is removed by wear and washing is replaced by new 
polish without any excess build-up. 


Various parts of the floor surface do not receive equal wear 
Obviously the traffic lanes are subject to much more wear than the 
surface round walls or furniture. After the initial polish has been 
established on the floor, there is no need to apply wax except on 
the traffic lanes. Other areas will receive wax which is spread 
across bv the polishing machine or buffer. This procedure will 
stop the ugly discoloured build-up of wax so often seen at the 
sides of passageways, corners, etc. 


Rubber floors are similar in appearance to linoleum and identi- 
fication is difficult in some instances. Rubber is usually harder 
and smoother yet more resilient than lino. The use of strong 
alkaline cleaners or heavy duty detergents, floor oils and petroleum 
solvents must be avoided as they will eventually attack the surface. 
Water emulsion polishes such as Rubless Lustre Wax must always 
be used. Spirit solvent waxes will soften the rubber and eventually 
cause it to perish. These precautions must be carefully observed as 
the wrong treatment of rubber flooring results in no immediate 
visible damage, but eventually the surface will deteriorate. Apart 
' from these precautions maintenance of rubber is similar to 
linoleum flooring. 


Treatment is similar to that for linoleum except that special 
care must be taken to prevent excess wax building up on the 
surface. If this happens the floor will become dangerously slippery. 
Vinyl floors scratch fairly easily dnd it is desirable to maintain 
a protective film of polish at all times and to avoid the use of 
coarse abrasive cleansers. 

Once a satisfactory surface polish is attained daily maintenance 
nced only take the form of damp mopping with a solution of 
one cupful of Rubless Lustre Wax to one gallon of water. It is 
usually found desirable to usc water emulsion waxes as solvent 
waxes tend to become slippery on vinyl floors.

Treat as linoleum, taking special care to avoid excess water. 
A floor that is in very poor condition may be sanded so that a 
fresh surface is exposed. Special care should be taken to see that 
a new cork floor is sealed properly with Wax-N-Shine.

uo floors are becoming increasingly popular. Their usual 

form is board, strip or parquet. Correctly maintained wood floors 

look most attractive and will give years of service. One very 

good feature of wooden floors is that a surface which has been 

neglected for years may be restored to first class condition by 
sanding away the top surface. 


FLOOR MAINTENANCE 
WOOD Continued 


Wood floors may be maintained by waxing or with floor oils. 
Waxing results in the most attractive finish but is more costly to 
maintain. Floor oils give good protection with the minimum of 
maintenance and expense. 

The floor should be thoroughly clean before wax application. 
Wax-N-Shine is recommended for sealing the surface, then further 
polishing with Rubless Lustre Wax will produce an outstanding 
finish. 

Wood floors must be swept regularly but only washed when 
necessary. Scrubbing must be avoided and only safe cleansers used. 
Too frequent or vigorous washing of floors especially with harsh 
cleaners causes damage and moisture penetration of surface. 


TERRAZZO 


Terrazzo floors should be washed regularly with good quality 
non alkaline cleansers such as Eucal or Atapol. Avoid the use 
of soft or hard soaps which form a slippery deposit on the surface. 
Very dirty floors should be scrubbed wtih an abrasive paste 
cleanser, such as White Lily No. |. Make sure the surface is 
thoroughly rinsed after cleaning. 

Terrazzo floors may be polished with a water emulsion wax to 
provide an attractive polished surface and to seal out dirt. Care 
must be taken to prevent wax build up as this will make Terrazzo 
extremely slippery. 


CONCRETE 


Concrete floors provide a durable heavy duty surface. Regular 
cleaning is the only normal maintenance required except where 
problems of dusting are encountered. When this happens, the 
concrete should be treated wtih special sealers (write for details) 
or painted with heavy duty chlorinated rubber paint (Ultrakote). 

Light soil is easily removed by washing witlf Atapol or Eucal. 
When heavy soil, oil and grease are encountered a heavy duty 
alkaline cleanser such as Lansol 66, Chlorkleen or Caustic Com- 
pound are recommended. 

If a polished surface is required, any good quality wax such 
as Rubless Lustre Wax will be satisfactory. 


DO'S AND DONT’S 


OF FLOOR MAINTENANCE 


Do not economise by using cheap products. It will prove more 
costly in the long run. Remember that the replacement of 
flooring is an expensive item. 

Never apply polish over dirty floors. 

Avoid the use of harsh alkaline cleansers. 

Use separate mops for cleaning, rinsing and waxing. 
Thoroughly rinse floors to remove all traces of cleaner. 

Make sure excess water is mopped up. 

Excess scrubbing with soap and water eventually damages most 
surfaces. . 
Scuff marks and light burns are readily removed by rubbing 
with steel wool and Eucal or White Lily. 

Do not use more polish than necessary. 

Do not apply polish against walls or places where there is little 
wear except when. the surface ceases to polish satisfactorily. 
Polish should be spread thinly and evenly. 

Never use solvent wax polishes on rubber or asphalt floors. 
See that cloths, brooms mops, etc., are correctly stored. 
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SWEEPING FLOORS 


Usually the sweeping of floors is considered a very simple task 
which can be done without any training. In actual practice, 
incorrect floor sweeping procedures will do little more than throw 
the dust and dirt into the air causing it to settle back, often on 
inaccessible and difficult to clean surfaces. By giving care and 
attention to the sweeping procedure, this. raising of dust can be 
avoided and much unnecessary cleaning eliminated. 

The first step for correct sweeping of floors is to choose the 


right type of brush. Different types of floor surfaces require - 


different brushes. Any reputable brush company will be able to 
advise you of the right brush for any particular job. 

The brush should be held with both hands and a slight down- 
ward pressure should be exerted on the bristles. The stroke should 
be from the feet to the length of the arms without leaning forward 
which will produce fatigue. The average person can comfortably 
cover 5 feet at one stroke.of the brush by adhering to this pro- 
cedure. At the end of the stroke the broom should be tapped 
lightly on the floor to remove loose dirt from the bristles. The 
broom should then be returned to the position for the next sweeping 
stroke by lifting above the floor. Floors can be swept rapidly and 
effectively this way without causing excessive clouds of dust to 
rise from the surface. 

The storage and maintenance of brushes is important. Brushes 
used for dry work can be suspended from the head so that the 
weight is not left on the bristles. If the brush is used for wet 
sweeping, it should be hung from the handle so that the bristles 
do not rest on the ground and, at the same time, the moisture will 
drain away from the head and not loosen the adhesive material 
holding the bristles in place. 


Various types of disinfectants are used for hygienic cleaning. 
Probably the most commonly used are the disinfectants based on 
pine oil. Good quality pine disinfectants such as Pynol R.P. are 
non-poisonous, contain a high soap content for effective cleaning 
and have a high ability to kill bacteria. In addition the pine oil 
leaves a most pleasant and refreshing odour. 

For personal use, a high grade, non-poisonous antiseptic is 
recommended. These come in a variety of forms, a typical one 
-which is extremely powerful and completely safe to use is Wawns 
Antiseptic Pynol. 

An alternative method of chemical sterilization is by using 
hypochlorite solutions. This type of solution is ideal for use in 
food industries where complete killing of the bacteria is necessary 
and care must be taken to prevent the tainting of food. The hypo- 
chlorite solutions kill bacteria rapidly and, at the same time have 
a bleaching effect. Hypochlorite solutions are readily made from 
H.T.H. which is a calcium hypochlorite containing 70 per cent 
available chlorine. H.T.H. solutions are also used for the sanita- 
tion of swimming pools. Further particulars on the use of H.T.H. 
can be supplied on request. 


HAND GLEANSERS 


For normal hand cleansing where light soil is encountered use 
Relionus Liquid Toilet Soap. When protection against infection 
is desirable, use the antiseptic grade containing the powerful germi- 
cide Hexachlorophene. 

For cleaning hands after dirty work, use Velvex liquid cleanser 
or Aquasolv Waterless Hand Cleanser.
